Doctors stage protest 
in Venezuela 


CARACAS (AFP) - Several 
hundred doctors and medical 
students protested conditions 
in Venezuela's hospitals 
Monday, citing shortages of 
medicines and critical sup¬ 
plies m the troubled oil-rich 
country. 

As police held back the 
demonstrators in the city's 
Pi aza Venezuel a, other health 
workers marched without in¬ 
cident through the center to 
the presidential palace in a 
goverrunent- o rg aniz ed show 
of support for President 
Nicolas Maduro. 


The rival protests were the 
latest in an unresolved, 
nearly five-week-old crisis 
that has claimed the lives of 
at least 20 people 

Another victim was re¬ 
ported over the weekend in 
the western Andean city of 
Merida, Giselle Rubilar, a 
47-year-old Chilean national. 

Chile's outgoing Fi'esident 
Sebastian Pm era said in San¬ 
tiago Monday he had asked 
Venezuela to investigate her 
death of a gunshot wound to 
the head.

ronment It includes know¬ 
how on agriculture, forestry 
and water management as 
well as the handling of natural 
resources in terms of tradi¬ 
tional medicines and cures " 
Groups that propagate oral 
traditions, such as stones, 
legends, fairy tales and fa¬ 


bles, poems, prayers 
and spells are eligi¬ 
ble, as “language as 
a vehicle of the in¬ 
tangible cultural her¬ 
itage is one of the 
m o st fun d am ent al 
p re D conditions for 
the safeguarding of 
traditions." Social 
Practices, rituals and 
festive events 
"structure our daily 
routine their connec- 
tion to the various 
stages and circles of 
our lives," which qualifies 
the groups dedicated to their 
preservation. 

Examples of these various 
practices include, on Aruba, 
the Dande tradition, distinct 
to the island. On Bonaire, 
Maskarada, which takes 
place on the First Sunday 
after Epiphany, a festive 
march through the streets, but 
such demonstrations are not 
the only traditions which 
qualify On Curacao, the 
practice of Filingrana, the art 
of forging golden and silver 
thread into fine jewelry is 
dying out. On Saha, drawn- 
thread lace work, sometimes 
referred to as "Spanish 
Work," is becoming a lost ait, 
and on St Eustatius, the hair¬ 
ing of a bread called "hard 
calces," in wood fire ovens 
made just for that purpose out.

ORANJE5TAD - The Cas 
Animal Foundation of Aruba 
is dedicated So rescuing aban¬ 
doned and abused dogs off is¬ 
land streets, ideally to be 
placed in a good home. No 
matter how badly injured or 
weaken by diseased, Cas An¬ 
imal founder, Kirsten Arndt, 
lias discovered hundreds of 
times over that with proper 
medical care, they can be re¬ 
habilitated to be a wonderful 
friend to a loving person. 
Often, their afflictions are 
only superficial, but render¬ 
ing them unattractive, which 
is no reason, in Kirsten’s 
apmion, to deprive them of a 
happy life and the chance to 
he a loyal, loving companion 
Kirsten also maintains an an¬ 
imal ambulance, and can be 


contacted to report a dog in 
distress at any time. 

However, the foundation 
is not only about saving 
Aruba's street clogs, but is 
ready to offer assistance for 
any animal in distress, when¬ 
ever possible In the case of 
"Frito," it was a beautiful 
speckled pigeon, which had 
made the beach around Pi ay a 
Linda Resort its home 

The inhabitants of Pi ay a 
Linda Resort who camp out 
on the shorefront. for a few 
weeks of every year are quite 
accustomed to the pigeons 
that stroll around or curl up 
under their beach lounges 
One m parti cular had b ecome 
almost a pet to Donna and Pat 
from Cape Cod and their 
friends Maureen Glynn and 


Judy Heywood of Canada. 
They became quite con¬ 
cerned when they noticed the 
lovely bird was dragging its 
leg, and had no idea where to 
turn to help the injured crea¬ 
ture. They read about Kirsten 
and Cas Animal m THE 
MORNING NEWS and felt 
it worth a try, and the founda¬ 
tion responded to their call. 

Named Frito" because 
the ladies who captured the 
bird haus ed it kept it in a v en- 
tilated Fnto-Lay base, the bird 
was transported to Contreras 
Animal Clinic where the vets 
discovered it had very fine 
monofilament, probably a 
light fishing line, tightly 
wound around his leg and 
foot. Working with special 
m a gm fymg g o ggl es, an d pre - 
cise surgical instruments, 
they very carefully cut it 
away. Fnto un fortun at ely 1 o st 
one claw oil his/her foot, 
which had ’withered from 
lack of circulation After 
three days of recuperating at 
the Cas Animal shelter and 
being treated with an antibi¬ 
otic cream, the bird was 
ready to be released back to 
its favorite perch 

The honors were done by 
Judy and her husband Neil 
along with Maureen Their 
fellow beach mates witness¬ 


ing Fritos flight applauded 
their efforts were very happy 
to see the bird take flight and 
return to their beach. 

The Cas Animal Founda¬ 
tion has a strict no-kill policy 
for all animals that need treat¬ 
ment and can be rescued. 
Whether new homes are 
found for rescued dogs, or 
not they will be cared for and 
loved at the refuge There are 
now approximately 7D dogs 
under their care, a number of 
which are not puppies, and 
’will likely never be adopted. 
The medical and feeding 
costs of all the rescued ani¬ 
mals is never ending. Those

The president of the 
Venezuelan Medical Federa¬ 
tion, Douglas Lean, said 95 
percent of hospitals have 
only five percent of the sup¬ 
plies needed to take care of 
patients.

Boeing joining 
Malaysia crash 
Investigation 

NEW YOR.K (AFP) - Bos- 
ing said Monday it has 
joined an official US team 
investigating the still-mys¬ 
terious disappearance of a 
Malaysia Airlines 777 air¬ 
craft, feared to have 
plunged into the Gulf of 
Thailand. 

Boeing said it would act as 
technical advisor to the US 
National Transportation 
Safety Board team already 
m Southeast Asia to offer 
assistance. 

The Malaysia Airlines plane 
that went missing Saturday 
on a flight from Kuala 
Lumpur to Beijing was a 
Boeing 777, a model which 
up to now has seen only one 
fatal crash. 

The papular family of long- 
range, wide-body, twin-en¬ 
gined planes have a solid 
safety record and have been 
among the world's mast 
widely flown passenger]ets 
since first entering service 
in 1995. 

In the sole fatal crash in¬ 
volving the planes, a Boe¬ 
ing 777-2DO operated by 
South Korea's Asian a Air¬ 
lines skidded off the run¬ 
way upon landing at San 
Francisco's international 
airport in July "Cl3, with 
three dead as a result. 

The Malaysia Airlines flight 
that lost contact with au¬ 
thorities Saturday was a 
Boeing 777-20G, with 229 
people aboard.

World Bank ready to provide $3 billion 
aid to Ukraine 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
World Bank said Monday it 
is prep ared to offer $ 3 billion 
in aid to Ukraine this year to 
s up p ort e con onu c re forms 
and development by its be¬ 
leaguered new interim gov¬ 
ernment 

The Bank received a re¬ 
quest from the Kiev authori¬ 
ties, which took power last 
month after Ukraine's former 
Russian-backed president 
Viktor Yanukovych was 
ousted. 

"We are committed to sup- 
p ortmg the people of Ukraine 
in these difficult times and 
very much hop e that the situ¬ 
ation m the country stabilizes 
soon," Bank president Jim 
Yong Kim said. 

"We are moving forward 
with our pipeline of projects 
and ami to support the gov¬ 
ernment to undertake the re¬ 
forms badly needed to put the 


economy on a path to sus¬ 
tainability. " 

The bank said the Ukraine 
economy faces some serious 
challenges that will require 
"urgent action in the short 
term - , as well as sustained re¬ 
form over the longer term. 

It said the key priorities 
are restoring macroeconomic 
stability, shoring up the coun¬ 
try's banks, reforming to the 
energy sector and "seriously 
tackling corruption." 

The $3 billion far 2014 
would be in addition to an 
ongoing multiyear Bank in¬ 
vestment and guarantee pro¬ 
gram in Ukraine that totals 
about $3 7 billion and sup¬ 
ports development of crucial 
infrastructure such as the 
water supply, sanitation, 
power and roads. 

The World Bank offer 
comes amid a growing effort 
involving at least the Interna¬ 


tional Monetary Fund, the 
United States, and European 
powers to help strengthen the 
new authorities in Ukraine 
Washington has already 
offered $3 billion in loan 
guarantees and last week Eu- 
rop ean Commission president 
Jose Manuel Bauoso an¬ 
nounced aid of "at least." II 
billion euros ($15.3 billion). 

The IMF has been pushed 
into the forefront of efforts in 
part to ensure the country un¬ 
dertakes adequate and trans¬ 
parent reforms to its finances 
and institutions 

After two days of talks 
with Prime Minister Arseniy 
Yatsenyuk and his economic 
team, IMF European Depart¬ 
ment Director Reza 
Moghadam said Friday he 
was "positively impressed" 
with their sense of responsi¬ 
bility and commitment to 
economic reform.

Fukushima: three years on and still a long 
road ahead 



SAN SALVADOR (AFP) - 
The parties of both candidates 
m El Salvador's surprisingly 
tight presidential runoff clash 
claimed victory late Sunday. 

Pre-election polls indicated 
that ex-guerrilla leader Sal¬ 
vador Sanchez Ceren of the 
Farabundo Marti Nat anal Lib¬ 
eration Front (FMLN) would 
easily defeat Norman Quijano 
with the conservative ARENA 
party. 

But with all of the returns 
tallied, the leftist candidate 
was leading by a tiny margin: 
50 11 percent to 49.93, elec¬ 
toral authorities reported. 

But Ins ARENA counterpart 
was convinced its side had 
won. 

Quij ano claimed victory in a 
speech to supporters, and in¬ 
sisted that he would not allow 
"fraud of the Chavista Dr 
(Nicolas) Maduro style like in 
Venezuela" 

He claimed that El Sal¬ 
vador's military was D aware of 
the fraud that is being perpe¬ 
trated' by election authorities 
along with die FMLN 

Sanchez Ceren had concilia¬ 
tory wards for Ins rival 

“We can say right now that 
you have the doors open to 
work with us tD move El Sal¬ 
vador forward, “ he said. 

Election officials, likely ex¬ 
pecting drat vote results will be 
challenged and there will be 
calls for a recount urged both 
sides to wait for final results 

After the civil war, El Sal¬ 
vador found itself facing vio¬ 
lence from the street gangs, 
which control whole neighbor¬ 
ly ods and run drug distribu¬ 
tion and extortion rackets 

Homicides were running at 
14 per day until a truce was 
reached between the two main 
gangs ni March 2012, which 
helped to halve the murder 
rate. But extortion and other 
crimes persist.

FUKUSHIMA DAI I CHI, 
(AFP) - In complete darkness, 
a group of men tried every¬ 
thing they could to save the 
Fukushima nuclear plant from 
catastrophe. Their struggle was 
in vain. 

Three years later, the control 
room at the site of the worst 
atomic crisis in a generation -- 
which forced a hard look at 
Japan's energy policy -- sits as 
a grim time capsule. 

Helmets, masks, several 
pairs o f gloves and overalls re¬ 
main as reporters are taken on 
a tour of tlie inner sanctum, a 
first since the accident. 

Notes are scribbled awk¬ 
wardly on walls in rooms with 
levers, dials, and buttons, re¬ 
minders of March 11, 2011, 
when a towering wall of water 
plunged the site into darkness 
and sent reactors into melt¬ 
down 

What was happening inside 
the reactor core was unknown 
to the workers who fought 
hour after hour before they 
were forced to abandon part of 
the doomed site 

Not far away m the de¬ 
stroyed reactors, radioactivity 
is so strong that it remains a 
no-go area. 

Workers now at the site have 
yet to even start dismantling 
the crippled re actors, a process 
not expected to begin for an¬ 


other six years, part of a de¬ 
commissioning process ex¬ 
pected to stretch over decades. 

Several thousand employ¬ 
ees are locked in a daily — and 
dangerous -- scramble under 
harsh conditions to keep the 
site as safe as possible, making 
a myriad of repairs and build¬ 
ing tanlcs for die vast amounts 
of contaminated water. 

The company poured thou¬ 
sands of tonnes of water onto 
runaway reactors to keep them 
cool, and continues to douse 
them, but has to store and 
clean that water m a growing 
number of temporary tanks at 
the ate. 

TEPCO has warned it is 
running out of storage space 
and many experts believe the 
water will eventually have to 
be dumped into the sea after 


being scoured of its most 
harmful contaminants 

Local fishermen, neighbour¬ 
ing countries and environmen¬ 
tal groups all oppose the idea. 

Last year, the embattled firm 
said around 3 DO tonnes of ra¬ 
dioactive liquid were believed 
to have escaped, a serious in¬ 
cident that underscored the 
litany of ongoing problems at 
Fukushima. 

The crisis forced the shut¬ 
down of Japan's 50 nuclear re¬ 
actors, which remain offline as 
anti-atomic sentiment ripples 
through communities big and 
small in the country of 128 
million 

Tens of' thousands of citi¬ 
zens turned out for an anti-nu¬ 
clear rally mTokyo on Sunday 
to voice their anger at the nu¬ 
clear industry and the govern¬ 


ment of Prime Munster Shinzo 
Abe, who has called for re¬ 
sumption of reactors to power 
the world's third-largest econ¬ 
omy. 

Ah e rep eated ins view Mon¬ 
day that any reactors winch 
can be deemed safe would be 
turned back on, burying a 
move by th e previous govern - 
ment to make Japan a zero-nu¬ 
clear country by 2040. 

But critics say that TEPCO's 
clumsy management of the cri¬ 
sis and wider concerns about 
the accident -- including long¬ 
term health fears -- should 
keep nuclear offline for good 

Tlie government has backed 
a push into solar power and 
wind faims, among other re¬ 
newable energy sources, but 
they still make up a tiny por¬ 
tion of Japan's energy needs. 

The loss of nuclear power, 
which once supplied more than 
a quarter of Japan's power, has 
also created huge trade unbal¬ 
ances owing to surging im¬ 
ports of fossil-fuel alternatives 
to plug the energy gap, made 
all the more expensive as the 
yen weakened sharply since 
Abe swept to office m 2012 

Another issue is that the 
move to fossil fuels has stoked 
worries that Japan w r ould not 
meet, its commitment to cut

Heroin epidemic creating 'urgent' 
overdose crisis: US 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
sharp rise in US deaths from 
heroin and prescription abuse 
has created an "urgent public 
health crisis, 11 Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Erie Holder declared 
Monday, promising tougher 
enforcement and improved 
drug treatment. 

In a statement on the De¬ 
partment of Justice website. 
Holder said deaths from over¬ 
dosing on heroin had risen by 
45 percent between 20 06 and 
2010. 

"Right now, few substances 
are more lethal than prescrip¬ 
tion opiates and heroin, M 
Holder said 

"The cycle of heroin abuse 
commonly begins with pre- 
s cripti on op l ate abu s e," 
Holder said, calling rise in use 
o f the ill egal opiate " a sad but 
not unpredictable symptom of 


the significant increase in pre¬ 
scription drug abuse we've 
seen over the past decade u 

Holder urged firefighters 
and ambulance workers to 
cany the aver dose-reversal 
drug naloxone, which can re¬ 
store breathing to the victim 
af a heroine or opioid over¬ 
dose. 

He also is encouraging US 
law enforcement agencies Id 
tram and equip their person¬ 
nel about how to administer 
the drug. 

The Justice Department 
said 17 US states, as well as 
the city af Washington, DC. 
have amended their laws to 
increase access to the drug, 
reversing more than I0,DQD 
overdoses since 2001 

Holder also pledged more 
robust law enforcement to 
fight against "practitioners 


that illegally dispense pre¬ 
scriptions, pharmacists that 
fill those prescriptions, and 
distributors that send con¬ 
trolled substances down¬ 
stream without due diligence 
efforts,* the top US prosecu¬ 
tor said 

The epidemic of heroin use 
in the United States came into 
an international spotlight last 
month after the death of 
Oscai'-winning actor Philip 
Seymour Hoffman. 

Hoffman, 4d, died in his 
New York apartment on Feb¬ 
ruary 2 after taking a cocktail 
of drugs tliat included heroin, 
an autopsy report said 

More than 50 sachets of the 
illegal opiate were found in 
Hoffman 1 ! apartment at the 
time of lus death, and he was 
known to have past problems 
with drug addiction 
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WHO recommends halving 
daily sugar intake in fight 
against obesity 


GENEVA (AFP) - The World 
Health Organisation Wednes¬ 
day said the recommended 
amount of sugar consumed 
daily should be halved as it 
stepped up its battle against 
public heal tli problems like 
obesity and tooth decay 

The UN health agency said 
it was maintaining its 2002 
guidelines that sugars should 
make up less than 10 percent 
of total daily energy intake 
but stressed that half would be 
preferable 

Cutting sugar consumption 
to just five percent of total en¬ 
ergy intake would mean an 
adult with a, normal Body 
Mass Index (BMI) should 
consume no more than about 
six teaspoons per day. 

That includes all sugar 
added to food and beverages 
as well as natural sugar m 
things like honey, syrups and 
fruit juice, WHO said. 

"A high level of consump¬ 
tion of free sugars is of con¬ 
cern, because of its 
association with poor dietary 
quality, obesity" and the risk 


of non-communicable dis¬ 
eases, the agency said in its 
draft, guidance. 

At least 2.S million adults 
die each year as a result of 
being overweight or obese, 
not counting the large per¬ 
centage of diabetes, heart dis¬ 
ease and cancer cases 
attributable to being over¬ 
weight, according to WHO 
numbers, which also show 
that more tli an 40 million 
children under the age of five 
are overweight. 

Tooth decay is also a major, 
and veiy expensive health 
problem, the agency said 
Wednesday, stressing that 
treatment of dental disease 
costs up to 10 percent of 
healthcare budgets m indus¬ 
trialised countries. 

"Much of the sugars con¬ 
sumed today are 'hidden' in 
processed foods that are not 
usually seen as sweets,* 
WHO warned, pointing out 
that a single can of sugar- 
sweetened soda contains 
about 40 grammes, or 10 tea¬ 
spoons of sugar. 
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Cameraman recounts death 
of 'Crocodile Hunter' Irwin 


SYDNEY (AFP) - The cam¬ 
eraman who witnessed the 
death d f Aurtrali an D Cro c o dii e 
Hunter" Steve Irwin on Mon¬ 
day revealed a stingray 
stabbed at him "hundreds of 
times" and lus final words 
were "I'm dying " 

The television personality 
and conservationist, who be¬ 
came world-famous for Iiis 
daring stunts with dangerous 
animals, died aged 44 in 200b 
while filming a documentary 
on the Great Barrier Reef in 
far north Queensland 
Justin Lyons was the cam¬ 
eraman at the time and shot, 
video of the tragic death, 
which was later handed to 
Irwin's widow Tern and has 
never been aired 

In his first public com¬ 
ments, Lyons told Australia's 
Channel Ten he and Irwin had 
left their mam boat in an in¬ 
flatable to And something to 
film when they came across a 
"massive" eight-foot, wide 
stingray in chest-in gh water. 

The final shot was to be the 
stingray swimming away from 
Irwin Instead, it struck out, 
apparently helievmg Irwin's 
shadow was a tiger shark, one 
of its predators. "1 had the 
camera on, I til ought tins is 
going to be a great shot, and 
ah of sudden it propped on its 
front and started stabbing 
wildly, hundreds of strikes in 
a few seconds," Lyons said. 

"I panned with the camera 
as the stingray swam away 
and I didn't know it had 



caused any damage. It was 
only when I panned the cam¬ 
era back that I saw Steve 
standing in a huge pool of 
blood that I realised some¬ 
thing had gone wrong." 

He said reports that a barb 
had stuck in Irwin's chest and 
he pulled it out were wrong. 

"It's a jagged barb and it 
went through his chest like a 
hot knife through butter," he 
said "Hehad a two-inch-wide 
injury over Ins heart with 
blood and fluid coming out of 
it and we had to get him back 
to the boat as fast as we can," 
Lyons added " I was saying to 
him things like 'think of your 
lads flteve, hang on, hang on, 
hang on', and he calmly 
looked up at me and said 'I'm 
dying' and that was the last 
flung he said " 

Stingrays have several 
sharp and venomous barbs on 
their tails that they use to de¬ 
fend themselves when they 
feel threatened, though ex¬ 
perts at the time stressed that 
stingrays w T ere not usually vi¬ 
cious and rarely attacked and 
killed humans. 


First 

Indian film 
museum to 
open in 
home of

Double mastectomy 
wiser for telltale gene: 
study 


Snowden: NS A leaks fueled needed 
debate on spying 
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PARIS (AFP) - Women diag¬ 
nosed with breast cancer 
caused by a notorious gene 
have a much better survival 
chance if they have both 
breasts removed instead of 
one, a study said 

Out of 1 DO women with a 
BRCA gene mutation who 
have a double mastectomy for 
early breast cancer, 37 will be 
alive after 20 years, it said 

Tliis compares to fid of 
eveiy 100 who opt for a single 
amputation, according to the 
research published in the 
British Medical Journal 
(BMJ) 

For those who have had one 
breast removed, "the possibil¬ 
ity of a second surgery should 
be discussed," they advised. 

Breast cancer has multiple 
sources, but the best-known in¬ 
herited causes are die so-called 
ERCA1 or BCRA2 (for 
BP.east CAncer susceptibility) 
genes that carry telltale muta¬ 
tions. 

Ab out D. 2 p ercent o f women 
carry a harmful variant of these 
genes. 

It boosts their lifetime risk 
of contracting breast cancer to 
as much as SO percent com¬ 
pared to about 10 percent 
among women without the 
mutation. These women also 
run a high risk of recurrence 
after treatment 

The mastectomy question 
was thrown into the spotlight 
last year when Hollywood star 
Angelina Jo he announced she 
had both breasts surgically re¬ 
moved as a preventative meas¬ 
ure after tests revealed she 
carried the BRCA mutation 
She had not been diagnosed 
with the disease. 

Rocker Gzzy Osbourne's 
wife, Sharon, did the same the 


previous year. 

There were some 52 1,000 
breast cancer deaths in 2012, 
according to the World Health 
Organisation (WHO). It is the 
most common type of cancer 
among women. 

For the study specialists in 
Canada and the United States 
compar ed the survival rates of 
390 women diagnosed with 
early-stage breast cancer be- 
twe en 1975 and 2 0 0 9. 

They were all known cam¬ 
el's or likely earners of a mu¬ 
tation in the BRCA! or 
BRCA2 gene. 

Of the group, 79 women died 
in die follow-up period -- IS of 
them had had a double mastec¬ 
tomy and 6 1 a single one. 

The study said half of 
women in N orth America with 
a BRCA mutation opt for a 
double breast removal to pre¬ 
vent a second cancer 

Another study in the same 
journal, meanwhile, cast doubt 
on the value of annual mam- 
mo gram scr e ern ng of worn en 
aged 40 to 59. 

It is the latest evidence in a 
long-running debate about the 
usefulness of a costly proce¬ 
dure that sometimes results in 
over-diagnosis --the discovery 
(and treatment) of cancers that 
would never have caused 
symptoms or death during a 
woman's lifetime. 

Analysing the results of a 
25-year Canadian study with 
nearly 9Q,0Q0 women, re¬ 
searchers said mammograms 
were no more effective at pre¬ 
venting cancer deaths than 
physical breast examination. 

Annual mammography "does 
not result in a reduction in 
breast cancer mortality for 
women aged 40-59", the team 
wrote. 


WASHINGTON (AFP.) - For¬ 
mer intelligence contractor Ed¬ 
ward Snowden said Monday 
he has no regrets over his leaks 
about mass surveillance pro¬ 
grams, saying they sparked a 
needed public debate on spy¬ 
ing and data collection 

Snowden, who spoke via 
video link from Russia to the 
SXSW festival in Austin, 
Texas, said he revealed the 
programs of the US National 
Security Agency and other 
such services to foster "abetter 
'Civic understanding" about 
what had been secret pro¬ 
grams 

He said his decision to leak 
documents to j ournalists “ was¬ 
n't so I could single handediy 
change the government, what I 
wanted to do was inform the 
public so they could provide 
their consent to what we 
should do." 

Snowden, a former NS A 
contractor who has been in 
In dm gin Russia and has been 
charged in the United States 
with espionage, maintained 
that" eveiy so ciety in the world 
has benefited" from the debate 
on surveillance. 

Regardless of what hap¬ 
pens to me, this is something 
we have a right to know," he 
said on the link with members 
o f the Amen c an Civil Lib erti es 
Union, who noted that the 
hookup was routed through 
seven proxy servers to keep Ins 
location secure. 

Snowden, who appeared 
against a backdrop of a giant 
copy of the US constitution,

He maintained that if en¬ 
cryption is too complex, "peo¬ 
ple aren't going to use it. it has 
to happ en automatically it has 
to happen seamlessly" 

If online communications 
are fully encrypted at all 
stages, Snowden said, bulk 
data collection would become 
too difficult for intelligence 
agencies. 


He also said the NSA and 
other agencies have devoted 
to o many resources to tins type 
of bulk collection and not 
enough to traditional methods 
to catch criminals and terror¬ 
ists. 

"We've had tremendous intel¬ 
ligence failures because we are 
monitoring everybody's com¬ 
munications, instead of sus¬ 
pects," he said 

He cited the Boston 
marathon bombings as an ex¬ 
ample, saying "if we hadn't 
spent so much on mass surveil¬ 
lance, if we followed tradi¬ 
tional models, we might have 
caught" the suspects. 


New McAfee Report 
Shows Growing Threat 
Of Cybercrime In Retail 


A new report out on Monday from McAfee Labs, the re¬ 
search arm of the company that makes cyber security 
software, reveals the proliferation of malware that steals 
consumers' personal data, and how easy it is for thieves 
to get their hands on this malware. This boom ing sector 
of the cybercrime industry led to an unprecedented 
number of records stolen at the end of last year at point- 
of-sale systems — or the point when consumers pay for 
goods at a store. What is disturbing, according to the re¬ 
port, is that thieves can easily make off-the-shelf pur¬ 
chases of malware and target their attacks to steal 
whatever information they want from consumers. 
There's more malware out there than ever before, and 
it : s never been easier to buy it and use it to steal credit 
card information. The report, which is based on cyber¬ 
crime data from the fourth quarter of 2013, offers some 
explanation for the large-scale and invasive data 
breaches at the end of last year, including one that hit 
up to 110 million Target customers during the peak of 
holiday shopping. Neiman Marcus was also hit with a 
data breach that likely involved more than 1.1 million 
debit and credit cards, and Sears last month began in¬ 
vestigating a possible security breach with Secret Serv¬ 
ice, although it has not y et found evidence of an attack.

PARIS (AFP) - Some 32.3 mil¬ 
lion tourists say France's city 
of light and romance can't he 
beat 

Paris was once again last 
year the world's top tourist 
destination, the regional 
tourism body said on Monday, 
citing hotel occupancies 

Despite some tough global 
economic conditions, it said 
2013 was a very good year for 
tourism in Paris and the sur¬ 
rounding Ile-de-France region, 
with foreign visitors at "the 
highest level in 10 years'*. 

The nearly 15.5 million for¬ 
eign visitors t.oHie French cap¬ 
ital represented an S 2 percent 
increase from 2012. The 
largest number (2.1 million) 
came across the Channel from 


Britain, followed by the Amer¬ 
icans, Germans, Italians and 
Chinese. 

It also marked the first time 
the Chinese topped the list of 
tourists from Asia with 
881,000 flocking to Paris, sur¬ 
passing the Jap anese. 

There was also a nearly 21- 
percent increase in visitors 
from tiie Middle East, accord¬ 
ing to the Ile-de-France Re- 
gianal Tourism Committee. 

Ironically, it was the French 
themselves who seemed less 
enthusiastic about visiting 
their world famous capital last 
year, with the number of

PUEBLA (AFP) - Rescue 
crews Monday tried to lo¬ 
cate three French and one 
Mexican hiker missing In 
a rugged area near a dor¬ 
mant central Mexican vol¬ 
cano. 

"Emergency services 
received a call Sunday 
night from the group that 
they were lost, did not 
know their way back and 
unfortunately lost com¬ 
munication/ the civil pro¬ 
tection coordinator for the 
central state of Tt axe ala, 
Joaquin Pluma, told AFP. 

Since then, rescue per¬ 
sonnel have combed the 
4,420-meter (14,500-foot) 
La Malinche volcano, 
which has seen previous 
fatal accidents involving 
inexperienced hikers. 

Piuma said it was pre¬ 
sumed that the battery 
from the hikers' cell 
phone had died, further 
complicating finding 
them. 

"We have indication of 
the site they might be at. 
It is a dangerous area with 
many ravines. Moreover, 
during the night, tempera¬ 
tures dropped consider¬ 
ably, so we are moving 
quickly/ Piuma said. 

He did not provide the 
age or names of the four 
men.

When Kelly Gallagher ac¬ 
cepted her gold medal Man- 
day - a historic Winter 
Paralympic victory for Britain 
- she shared the podium with 
Charlotte Evans, her eyes on 
the slope while she flies down 
the alpine course 

Kelly, who hails from 
Northern Ireland, has congen¬ 
ital oculocutaneous albinism, 
a disorder which involves a 
lack of pigment in the skin, 
hair and eyes and winch also 
causes vision problems like 
blurring. 


When she skis, she can't see 
anything at the snow level, 
and the only way she can tell 
how fast she is moving is with 
the force of the wind in her 
face 

But Charlotte provides cru¬ 
cial instructions, hollering 
non-stop into the headset that 
acts as an invisible link be¬ 
tween the two skiers, even 
when they travel at speeds of 
lQOkph. 

Skiers say that having a 
good guide is essential in suc¬ 
ceeding as an athlete, but for 
guides, that often means say¬

"Personalities have to 
match/ said Kim Seevers, 
who skis as a guide for Amer¬ 
ican competitor Staci Manella. 
11 If you don't get along, it will 
spill over on to the race 
course You have to implicitly 
trust each other." 


Before the advance of tech¬ 
nology to wifeless Bluetooth 
sets, guiding skiers had to con¬ 
stantly yell over their shoul¬ 
ders, endangering themselves
